If now I melt that down inte a $10
gold plece It Is worth nothing but the bulllon
wnlue. Hero thers has beon an Increase in the
quantity of money bnt a decrease ir the volume
of national wealth. I could mot buy a watch-
case with the coln which would be eolned out of

They invariably tell thelr
men: ‘If you do not atand such a ocut in
wages, we canpot employ you mors than
half the time.' That Is what Mr, Hryan pro-
posea for the laboring masses of thils communl!-
ty. that they take a dollar of less porchasing
power, 80 that emuvloyment will become more
cortaln and the chances of employmaent mors
frequent. [Laughter.] If it were true that a
